Minneapolis charges dog owner with misdemeanor 
over off-leash permit 


O n a Saturday morning in 
October, Mark Palmer of 
Minneapolis took his dog, 
Brutus, to the Minnehaha 
Off-Leash Dog Park. 
Palmer was getting ready to leave when a 
Minneapolis Park Patrol agent approached 
and asked to see his “off-leash dog permit” 
Palmer thought the agent meant his pet 
license, which he had in order, but not on 
him. Once the agent ran his info, Palmer 
learned these were two very different cer¬ 
tifications. He was about to get a citation. 

Palmer says the officer crisply told him 
that they hadn’t written up a ticket like this 
in “years,” but they’d recently received a 
complaint from a resident, and Palmer likely 
wouldn’t be the only one fined that day. 

Off-leash permits cost $35 annually for 
residents of Minneapolis and $60 for out- 
of-towners, with another $25 ($35 for non¬ 
residents) to add a second dog. 


Palmer applied for the off-leash permit 
right away. But later, he received notice 
that he was required to appear in court. 

He couldn’t belive he was supposed to 
take off work, accept taxpayer-funded legal 
help from the city, and appear before a judge 
to answer for not having the right paper¬ 
work to let his dog run around a designated 
off-leash park. He started making calls. 

Palmer says city employees seemed as 
surprised as he was. They agreed there 
must be some mistake... until they did some 
digging. Palmer was indeed due in court, 
but nobody could tell him why he couldn’t 
just pay a fine and be done with it. 

In a moment of desperation, he went to 
City Hall, and was eventually put in touch 
with a city attorney. At first, Palmer says, 
the attorney assumed something was amiss. 

Later that day he called Palmer back, 
first telling him not to “freak out.” Palmer 
learned his violation was a misdemeanor, 


punishable by up to 90 days in jail and up 
to a $1,000 fine. 

The attorney was able to help him nego¬ 
tiate his offense down to a petty misde¬ 
meanor, which wouldn’t require a hearing 
and lowered his fine to $178. But Palmer 
was livid, and took his case to Facebook. 

“I question the law itself, but I denounce 
the legal process attached to it,” he wrote. 

The reasons any of this happened are a 
little nebulous. A spokesperson for the city 
confirmed the bit of municipal code that 
governs Palmer’s offense, and that violating 
it requires an appearance in court. 

Dawn Sommers, a spokesperson for the 
Minneapolis Park & Recreation Board, says 
although that agency enforces the ordinance, 
it’s more under the purview of animal con¬ 
trol. Meanwhile, Caroline Hairfield, director 
of Minneapolis Animal Care & Control, 
said in a statement that it was under the 
jurisdiction of the Park Board. 

Neither could say why Palmer’s offense 
rose to the level of a misdemeanor, though 
both explained why such ordinances exist. 

Sommers says it’s important to have dogs 
vaccinated against rabies before they’re 
allowed to interact without leashes. (Palmer 
says he has Brutus up to date on all his shots, 
and the dog tags to prove it.) Hairfield said

that they exist to help offset the cost of 
caring for and maintaining the city’s seven 
off-leash dog parks. 

Palmer thinks he’s actually lucky. Other 
people issued a citation that day may not 
have had the time or the resources to lever¬ 
age a better outcome. 

“Please use our taxpayer dollars for more 
pressing matters, such as violent crimes, 
education, and homeless citizens,” he wrote 
on Facebook, “Not draggingdogpark-goers 
through a multi-month legal process that

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HOT DOG! 

A quest for beauty in the wiener wasteland

S poiler alert: The Twin Cities is not really a hot dog town. 

Our neighborhoods aren’t built around dusty corner 
diners where wieners go back generations. We don’t 
argue at the drop of a hat about brands of mustard or 
pickle taxonomy. (And, no, parsing the relative virtues 
of Pronto Pups versus corn dogs for two weeks each 
year doesn’t count.) 

The nuances of a great hot dog are lost on Twin Citizens, who 
couldn’t pick out a poppy seed bun from a bakery lineup, let alone 


explain the difference between a chili and a Coney sauce. For the most 
part, the Minnesota hot dog is regarded as a lowly and overlooked 
craft. Even the measly French fry gets more culinary scrutiny, more 
listicles and attention, than a good Minneapolis wiener. 

It’s easy to understand why. Hot dogs are ubiquitous in American 
culture, the definition of cheap, easy food for everyone from tod¬ 
dlers to retirees. Hot dogs are the epitome of ballpark fare, easy to 
eat and easy to ignore, and easy to throw at Chuck Knoblauch. Pre¬ 
cooked, rolling endlessly at the gas station, for most Minnesotans, 
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those glistening pink tubes are nothing 
but disposable food. 

But behind the shimmering facade of 
cheese-stuffed burgers and brick-oven 
pizzas lurk wonderful exceptions. Hot 
dog artisans thrive in the diners and dives, 
pinball parlors and sushi counters of the 
Twin Cities’ food scene. Even here, in the 
wiener wasteland, you’ll chance across 
multi-generational sausage slingers, bun 
stuffers, and Coney connoisseurs. 

For a primer, enjoy the following 
abbreviated tour of the Twin Cities’ 
hot dog scene. 

The St. Paul Coney 

A great hot dog displays a balance of 
simplicity and complexity, texture and 
flavor, and plants its feet firmly on a foun¬ 
dation of excellent ingredients. Particu¬ 
larly in the Midwest, there are two key 
schools of hot dog craft: the Chicago dog 
and the Detroit Coney. 

In their relationship 
to condiments, these 
two camps form some¬ 
thing of a schism: The 
Michigan Coney tends 
toward simplicity, 
and the Chicago dog 
toward Dionysian 
excess. 

Luckily you can find 
excellent versions of 
both here in the Twin Cities, and it’s in St. 
Paul where a unique tradition of Coney 
dogs really shines. There are dozens of 
bars and cafes offering distinctive takes 
on the Coney in the east metro, and I can 
safely say I’ve eaten them all. 

The best version can be found at 
Keenan’s, a third-generation brick bar 
on West Seventh Street. Decades ago,

owner Bill Keenan adapted a recipe for 
Coney sauce from the old Green Mill on 
Grand Avenue, and they’ve been making 
them in the small kitchen at the back of 
the bar ever since. 

“Coneys are so funny,” says DJ Keenan, 
Bill’s son, who runs the menu at Keenan’s 
these days. “Me and my mom, we will 
bicker about it. We’re so picky about every 
little detail, because it’s just four things, 
but you have to do every step just right.” 

D J Keenan worked for years as chef 
de cuisine at the Kenwood, and brings 
his fine-dining pedigree to the world of 
bar food. As he explains it, a great Coney 
begins with the bun, and Keenan’s gets 
theirs delivered fresh from P J Murphy’s 
bakery up the street on Randolph Avenue. 
Crucially, like many St. Paul Coney chefs, 
Keenan’s uses a flat-sided lobster roll 
instead of a traditional 
hot dog bun. 

“Sometimes they’re 
so soft you almost 
can’t cut ’em,” Keenan 
says. “It’s almost bri¬ 
oche-like, [and] that 
lobster roll bun is 
what makes it. Those 
two flat sides that we 
then just brush with 
a bunch of butter and 
griddle it just right.” 

Throw on a flash-fried all-beef wiener, 
layer with house-made Coney sauce and 
a touch of mustard, and top it all with 
cheese to melt in the oven. Then sprinkle 
with freshly diced onion. Voila! you have 
the perfect St. Paul Coney—a balanced 
mix of savory and sweet that melts in 
your mouth.

“It’s nice to bring all those techniques 
and everything you learn at a place like 
[the Kenwood] into a small place here. 
It’s just the tiny little things you do,” 
explained Keenan, who has added a 
bunch of well-crafted bar food to the 
menu over the past year. 

The Expatriate 
Chicago Dog 

On the other end of the spectrum, the 
Chicago dog seems, at first, an excessive 
mess. With full-size pickles, tomatoes, neon- 
green relish, and peppers all fighting for 
space, they simply can’t be eaten without 
falling apart. But it doesn’t take long to 
realize that a great Chicago dog balances 
fat, salt, and heat with the best of them, 
and the flavor lingers in your head like a 
pop refrain long after you’ve finished. Far 
from excessive, a Chicago dog represent 
generations of Windy City palates. 

There’s no better Minnesota spot to 
indulge in Chicago perfection than Uncle 
Franky’s. This small diner with catsup-and- 
mustard walls on Northeast Broadway has 
been home to Minneapolis’ most authentic 
hot dogs since 2001, with a menu that 
spans the spectrum from Coneys to Polish 
sausages to hot Italian beef. As blues play 
out of a boom box on the back wall, and 
the waitress calls you sweetheart and the 
cook calls you sir, it’s the perfect place to 
taste the spirit of Chicago. 


“As any Chicagoan will tell you, this 
starts with an all-beef hot dog in a 
natural casing,” says Larry Domek 
of Uncle Franky’s. 


“As any Chicagoan will tell you, this 
starts with an all-beef hot dog in a natural 
casing,” said Larry Domek, one of the 
owners. Once he gets going, Domek sim¬ 
ply can’t stop talking about what makes 
a great Chicago dog, and if you want 
to learn about the subtle differences 
between pickles or varieties of yellow 
mustard, he’s your guy. 

“When you’re cooking the hot dog, it 
helps seal in the flavors and the juices, 
and it has a distinctive snap when you 
bite into it. Any hot dog vendor worth his 
salt is gonna serve you an all-beef natu¬ 
ral casing hot dog,” Domek explained. 

Six years ago, Uncle Franky’s stopped 
shipping in their wieners from Chicago. 
Instead they’ve hired an undisclosed 
butcher to craft theirs from an exclusive 
family recipe refined through years of 
experimentation. They also have poppy 
seed buns delivered every other day. 
Compared to a lot of the old buns you 
get in the Twin Cities, these are pal¬ 
pably fresh. 

“People think a hot dog is a hot dog, 
but put them side by side, and you’ll 
see a difference,” said Domek, who is 
justifiably dismissive of the cheap wie¬ 
ners in the grocery aisle. “People don’t 
understand the difference. It’s in the 
relish and in the pickle.”

To make a classic Chicago dog, you’ll 
need a steamed poppy seed bun, an all¬ 
beef frankfurter, a hint of mustard, dis¬ 
tinctively sweet neon green relish, Roma 
tomatoes, a Chicago Pickle Company 
pickle, sport peppers—which are not 
jalapenos, but a special hybrid serrano 
pepper—and finally a few onions topped 
with secret seasoning. 

(If you ask Larry he’ll tell you, with 
a wink, their “secret seasoning” is just 
celery salt.) 

“The pickle slice on one side, three 
tomato slices on the other, bright-green 
neon relish, and sprinkle a few onions 
on top, and finally you add the special 
secret seasoning,” explains Domek, who 
grew up on the north side eating Chicago 
dogs and Italian beef sandwiches. 

Watching Lonnie, one of the Uncle 
Franky’s chefs, cooking dogs on the grill 
is a treat enjoyed by anyone who stops 
into the joint. The subtle flicks of the 
wrist and the ease of everything make 
you realize that, like any art, hot dogs 
adhere to the “10,000 hour rule.” Once 
you make a few thousand Chicago dogs,

you develop a seamless feel for the sub¬ 
tlety of the craft; those tiny differences 
between ingredients where condiments 
become second nature. 

The Japanese Twist 

F rom its very beginnings on Coney 
Island, the American hot dog 
has been a cultural mashup. 
As American culture has tran¬ 
scended borders, the classic hot dog 
evolved into an international delicacy. 
You can find lots of examples scattered on 
menus throughout the metro area—nota¬ 
bly the bacon-wrapped “hot dogos,” aka 
Mexican street dogs, at Hamburguesas 
el Gordo in south Minneapolis. 

For me, the most impressive local 
wiener mashup sits on the bottom of 
the menu at Kyatchi, the Japanese res¬ 
taurant on Nicollet Avenue in Minne¬ 
apolis, and at its newer Lowertown St. 
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Paul location. That’s where executive 
chef Hide Tozawa and his team create 
subtle hot dog masterpieces that arrive 
plated like artwork alongside creamy 
Japanese potato salad. 

“This restaurant has a baseball theme, 
so we wanted to have some sort of sta¬ 
dium food, which is hot dogs,” explained 
Tozawa, who grew up in Japan root¬ 
ing for the Hanshin Tigers of the NPB. 
“But we decided to put like a Japanese 
twist on it.” 

Kyatchi typically has four choices on 
the menu, and they change from month 
to month as Tozawa gives his cooks a 
challenge: design a delicious hot dog 
following specific rules that bring out 
the complex tensions inherent in a 
frankfurter. 

“When I let the cooks create some 
new hot dogs, I give them rules: You can 
only use up to three ingredients, and you 
can’t double up the protein, because it 
feels unhealthy,” Tozawa says. 

As a result, Kyatchi’s hot dogs are never 
lathered with bacon or ground beef, 
and instead display a 
variety and elegance 
usually reserved for 
sushi rolls. They use 
oversized buns from 
French Meadow 
Bakery that offer 
an ample canvas for 
elaborate toppings 
like soba noodles, 
egg salad, avocado, 
or shishito peppers. 

I loved the Yakisoba 
dog (their most popular), where savory 
flavor oozed from soba noodles surround¬ 
ing a crisped Limousin beef wiener from 
Peterson’s, a butcher out by Osceola. On 
the other hand, the avocado and egg dog 
had a wildly different flavor and texture, 
where the sausage was almost lost in 
the creaminess.

“It looks so simple, but if you keep mak¬ 
ing it you realize it’s so hard to change 
it every week,” admitted Tozawa, who 
curates the menus at both Kyatchi loca¬ 
tions. 

The Ever-Changing 
Dog Menu 

f you want to throw the rules out 
I the window, the metro’s wildest 
I display of hot dog creativity is in 
Tilt Pinball bar in Minneapolis’ 
Whittier neighborhood. Here, wiener 
ideas erupt from the back kitchen like 
mustard from a squeeze bottle. 

There are a dozen different dogs on 
the ever-changing menu, and bellying 
up to the bar at the back of the dark, 
deafening room, one can easily get lost 
in the flavor combinations. 

“The pinball con¬ 
cept came first,” says 
Carrie McCabe-John¬ 
ston, who co-owns 
Tilt (along with 
Nightingale, Dusty’s, 
and Mortimer’s, 
which together form 
a bar-food empire 
down the spine of 
Minneapolis). “Hot 
dogs seem to fit the 
bill in terms of ease 
and accessibility. And they’re a blank 
canvas. For the consumer, it’s a really 
easy thing to grab and eat. But you’re 
there focusing on the game.” 

I should point out that Tilt is also 
crammed full of pinball machines, 
flashing and blinking in the dim light 
like an alien invasion. The sounds of

a thousand bleeps and bells, and the 
constant mechanical slapping of pinball 
paddles as a dozen folks of all ages and 
backgrounds try to keep the balls alive, 
form the background for the creativity 
of the hot dog menu, where McCabe- 
Johnston and chef Ben Westerberg keep 
gamers guessing about what’s coming 
down the pipe. 

“There are the hot dog classics, but 
it’s mostly inspiration, coming up with 
dishes and daydreaming on things,” said 
McCabe-Johnston. 

Not only is the hot dog menu gigantic, 
adventurous, and (with the build-your- 
own feature) customizable, but it’s often 
in a state of flux. Last October, there 
was a rotating hot dog special based on 
famous monsters, and November featured 
hot dogs inspired by 
soups. (Picture the 
beer cheese soup dog 
or the veggie curry 
dog.) 

Personally, I was 
not that into the Boss 
Lady, a dog topped 
with kraut, caraway 
mustard, and bea¬ 
con mushrooms; the 
vinegar sweetness of 
the mushrooms and 
kraut overwhelmed everything else 
on the bun. My favorite was the OGB 
(stands for onion, gruyere, and bacon), 
which, between the melted cheese and 
the crunchy bacon bits, nailed a balance 
of texture and flavor. 

“It’s been working well,” McCabe- 
Johnston told me. “People have found 
their favorites and keep coming back. It’s 
far from being too high-end. It’s a hot dog. 
[I] never wanted to use the term 'gourmet’ 
with it; we’re not reinventing the wheel 


Above is one example from the Wienery, 
the West Bank’s venerable hot dog counter. 


or doing anything extraordinary. Just 
making delicious food.” 

New Dog City 

S ure, the Twin Cities are not proper 
hot dog cities, where hot dogs have 
taken on a mythological quality 
and people make pilgrimages to 
wiener meccas like Gray’s Papaya in New 
York, Lafayette Coney in Detroit, or the 
Wiener’s Circle in Chicago. Here, the hot 
dog will likely always take a backseat to 
the Juicy Lucy. Maybe even the cream 
cheese wonton. 

But the hot dog 
underground remains, 
where people have 
mastered the subtleties 
of the grill and keep 
their buns fresh. You 
can find it at stalwart 
diners like the Wienery 
on Cedar Avenue, Chi¬ 
cago Taste Authority 
on East 42nd Street, 
and Cecil’s Deli in St. 
Paul’s Highland Park— 
joints that have kept traditions alive for 
decades. Our lack of vernacular staples 
might be a blessing in disguise, because 
hot dog chefs aren’t wedded to stifling 
tradition. 

We’ve got permission to experiment 
with new ideas, to toss some tater tots or 
kimchi in there and see if it sticks. Do it 
right, balance the simplicity and complex¬ 
ity of the perfect hot dog, and the Twin 
Cities might take its place in the pantheon 
of hot dog geography. Here’s hoping. B3

5 spots to eat Iranian food in Minneapolis 

Welcome to koobideh 

town, baby! I

ou’ve probably heard a lot 
about Iran these past few 
weeks, and you’ll likely hear 
more as Trump and his goons 
do their little dance with the 
Iranian government and their goons. 

In these difficult times, it’s important 
that we non-goons—American and Iranian 
alike—keep each other in our thoughts and 
remember, as Charlie Chaplin put it, “We 
want to live by each other’s happiness, 
not by each other’s misery.” 

What better way to do that than through 
kickass food? To that end, here’s a list of 
spots where you can grab Iranian grub 
in the Twin Cities. 

Caspian Bistro 

As the son of a Persian immigrant, I’ve 
been going to Caspian Bistro regularly 
since I was but a sweet baby boy. I’m 
admittedly biased, but I firmly believe 
that if you go once, you’ll be hooked. My 
personal favorite is the Chelo Kabob Koo¬ 
bideh—the national dish of Iran. It’s ground 
lamb and beef mixed together with onion 
and some super secret Iranian spices that 
make KFC’s Original Recipe taste like dog 
food—and not the fancy kind my dog eats, 
either. Caspian throws two skewers of 
meat next to some saffroned Basmati and 
you load it up with sumac (not the poison 
kind). Welcome to koobideh town, baby! 

Other musts in my book are the Mast O 
Khiyar (essentially tzatziki with some added 
fixin’s), the Chelo Koobideh (two skewers 
of chicken breast instead of lamb/beef), and 
the Tahdig—scorched rice. Trust me, it’s 
better that it sounds. I call ’em “crunchies.” 
Caspian Bistro, 2418 University Ave. SE 

Holy Land 

What’s not to love about Holy Land? 
They’ve got a wonderful restaurant expe¬ 
rience, a huge menu, and—oh yeah—an 
effing hummus factory. Although owner 
Wajdi Wadi originally hails from Kuwait, 
it’s clear the Holy Land family appreci¬ 
ates Iranian fare. Why’s that? They make 
a few of the best Persian meals you’ll 
have in the States. Go for the Persian 
Combo—one skewer of lamb/beef and 
one of chicken. I’m a Caspian homer for 
life, but I have to admit that Holy Land’s 
meat game is out of control. Holy Land 
Deli, 2513 Central Ave. NE 

Olive & Lamb 

Olive & Lamb doesn’t explicitly call itself 
an Iranian restaurant, and even labels its 


Chelo Kabob Koobideh as simply “Beef 
& Lamb Kabob.” There are Greek items 
on the menu, too, but if there’s sumac 
on the table, I’m calling it an Iranian 
restaurant. 

What’s cool about Olive & Lamb is 
you can build your own bowls, but with 
better quality than at a fast-casual chain. 
Given the extra-Persian influence, I can 
mix my Iranian meat with some deli¬ 
cious Greek sauces for a blissful culinary 
experience that’s pretty sexual when 
you think about it. Olive St Lamb, 2424 
University Ave. NE 

Atlas Grill 

If you’ve ever walked past U.S. Bank Plaza’s 
Atlas Grill during a work day, you might 
be surprised to know it’s an Iranian joint. 
It definitely looks a bit more highbrow 
than Caspian or Olive & Lamb, and the 
Caesar salad and sauteed walleye don’t 
scream Persian cuisine. And yet, they’ve 
got koobideh and another super popular 
dish, Ghormeh Sabzi. It’s an herb stew 
with braised beef so warm, tender, and 
delicious it’ll be your new go-to when 
the temperature drops below zero .Atlas 
Grill, 200 S. Sixth St. 


Your House?!?! 

The best part about Iranian food, besides 
the flavors, is its simplicity. If a dummy 
like me can pull off Persian cooking, 
so can you! So here’s my recipe for 
killer chelo kabob koobideh at home. 

• 11/4 lb ground beef 

• 3/4 lb ground lamb 

• 2 yellow onions 

• 1 tsp salt 

• 1 tsp garlic salt 

• 1/2 tsp black pepper 

• 1/2 tsp lime juice 

• 1/4 cup butter (or olive oil) 

• 1 tsp sumac 

• 1 tsp turmeric 

• A smidgen of baking soda 

• one egg 

• two garlic cloves (or more) 

• Basmati rice 

• A couple saffron threads 

You don’t need the sumac, turmeric, 
or saffron if you don’t have it—but 
you’ll lose a little Persian magic. 

1. Turn on a Queen song. Freddie Mercury 
was Parsi, a descendant of Persians who 


moved to India to avoid Muslim perse¬ 
cution. Plus, Queen is just good cook¬ 
ing music. 

2. Put your meat in a big bowl, you freak. 
Now wash your hands. 

3. Mince your garlic cloves and chop up 
that onion ’til it’s fine as hell. 

4. Throw both in the meat bowl along 
with the salt, sumac, pepper, etc. Save 
the butter, though. 

5. Crack the egg in there. 

6. Knead everything for the entirety 
of “Bohemian Rhapsody” or lon¬ 
ger if it isn’t sticking together yet. 

Now, this is where I get a little wacky, my 
friends. Chances are you’re not grilling 
in January in Minnesota, and you might 
not have kabob skewers handy. So to the 
oven we go. 

8. Preheat the broiler. 

9. Form the meat into kabobs with your 
hands. Melt the butter and baste each 
side of the meat with a brush. Put the 
kabobs on a broiling pan. 

10. Start making rice. If you don’t know 
how to make rice... read the bag. 

11. Put meat in the broiler. Broil each side 
for 5-8 minutes depending on how 
terrible your oven is. Internal meat 
temperature should hit 145°F. 

12 . Grind a couple pinches of saffron in a 
mortar. Add a tablespoon of hot water 
and mix. Let it sit When the rice is done, 
mix in the saffron and some butter. 

13. Take out the kabobs and put every¬ 
thing on a plate. Sprinkle sumac on 
the rice and meat. Use a fork to put 
the food into your face and then move 
your mouth up and down to chew. 
Swallow the food and enjoy. I repeat: 
Welcome to koobideh town. 

A note on spelling: Since Farsi and Arabic 
don’t use the Roman alphabet, a dish’s spell¬ 
ing varies depending on the establishment; 
for example, Caspian, Atlas, and Holy Land 
each spell “Chelo Kabob Koobideh” differ¬ 
ently, though it appears uniformly above 
for consistency. 03

n The Sacred Wood, T.S. Eliot wrote, 
“Immature poets imitate; mature 
poets steal; bad poets deface what 
they take, and good poets make it 
into something better, or at least 
different.” 

You see the line pop up in the film world 
quite a bit. It’s most often used to praise 
or justify the hyper-referential styles of 
people like Quentin Tarantino, your good 
poets—but if you’ve ever wondered what 
the opposite side of that coin looks like, 
Underwater is a trip to the Mint. 

The film wastes no time throwing hell 
at its characters. After a brief locker-room 
intro to engineer Nor ah (Kristen Stew¬ 
art)—who immediately proves her virtue 
by saving a spider from a sink—her deep- 
sea drilling rig begins to implode. Norah 
hauls ass to find a way topside, picking 
up some buddies from the rubble along 
the way. But there’s something lurking 
in them there waters, and reaching the 
surface won’t be easy. 

What’s weird is I didn’t hate Underwater 
from the outset. To its credit, there are 
a couple fun set pieces, Vincent Cassel 


is a beaut as always, and the premise— 
a hobbled crew finding monsters at the 
bottom of the ocean—has boatloads of 
potential. 

The picture’s number-one problem? 
Underwater is basically a deep-sea Alien 
ripoff, something Stuart Heritage of the 
Guardian called months ago in the only 
good trailer review ever. And while mov¬ 
ies are elevator-pitched as “Alien— but 
underwater” or “PointBreak meets Days 
of Thunder” all the time, the similarities 
here are beyond heavy-handed. When 
the Alien realization dawns on you, the 
entertainment value fades. 

Weylan-Yutani-esque evil corporation? 
Check. Chestburster-type precursor to 
the Big Bad? Check. A wannabe Ripley 
running around in her tiny underwear? 
Check. The only time Underwater devi¬ 
ates from the first Alien’s roadmap is 
when it’s pulling from James Cameron 
or—spoiler alert—H.P. Lovecraft. That’s 
right, Underwatefs ultimate reveal is that 
the merman Xenomorph stand-in that’s 
been picking off the crew one by one is 
in fact an underling of what’s implied to 
be Cthulhu, the ol’ octopus dragon god

from Lovecraftian horror yarns... which 
of course, like Ripley, Norah tries to blow 
up via self-destruct sequence. 

So that brings us back to T.S. Eliot. It’s 
possible Underwater’s references could 
have played as homage were they not so 
on the nose. Instead, we’re inundated with 
imitation, and none of it’s for the better. 
Maybe with a stronger overall execution 
we could overlook the blatant yoinking; 
however, there’s a lot of fat to be trimmed 
here, so much standing around, and the 
movie is only an hour and a half long. 
Even worse, I’m left wanting for an “Alien 
meets Cthulhu” movie that I never knew 
I needed. Sadly, Underwater’s underper¬ 
formance will likely table any chance of 
that happening. 

I’m glad Hollywood is starting to explore 
the ocean depths again after oh so many 
space movies, but Underwater is a subpar 
offering. Skip the simulacrum and the 
ticket price and just stream Alien, Aliens, 
and The Abyss on HBO. S3

Black Comedy understands dark art

s audiences are remindedbefore 
every performance, a 67-year 
history makes Theatre in the 
Round the longest-running 
theater company in Minne¬ 
apolis. Black Comedy, a British one-act by 
a well-respected playwright, is the sort of 
show that’s longbeen the company’s meat 
and potatoes. Why change the recipe? 

The 1965 farce was penned by Peter Shaf¬ 
fer, who would go on to write Amadeus and 
Eqims. Its twist is to keep its characters 
literally in the dark... but only from their 
perspective. The lighting scheme is inverted: 
When the fictional room is lit, the audience 
sees nothing. When the putative power goes 
out, the stage lights go up so the audience 
can enjoy watching the actors stumble into 
the furniture and, more consequentially, 
into each other. 

The story has a classic premise, with 
a Swinging London flavor that befits its 
setting. Brindsley (Josh Carson) is a sculp¬ 
tor hoping to achieve two goals in a single 
night. A wealthy collector (Don Larsson) is 
coming over to peruse Brindsley’s work; if 
a big sale is forthcoming, Brindsley wants it 
to happen in front of Colonel Melkett (Don 
Maloney), who might then be favorably 
inclined to let his daughter Carol (Kaitlin 
Klemencic) marry the artist. 

Just as the guests are set to arrive, though, 
a fuse blows and plunges Brindsley’s entire 
building into darkness. Repairs require 
the services of an electrician (H. William 
Kirsch), while neighbors Miss Furnival (a 
deadpan Alison Anderson) and Harold (Matt 
Saxe) are at loose ends. When Brindsley

gets a phone call from a sexy ex (Kendra 
Alaura), her inevitable arrival is a develop¬ 
ment you may, so to speak, see coming. 

Shaffer turns Brindsley’s apartment into a 
sort of stage-farce escape room, with pitfalls 
including a well-stocked bar, fragile artwork, 
and a trap door. Why doesn’t someone just 
flick a lighter? Someone does, but Brinds¬ 
ley invents a reason to keep the apartment 
dark while he returns objects borrowed, 
without permission, from Harold. 

Black Comedy is a perfect show for the the¬ 
ater’s arena stage, which gives the audience 
an unobstructed view of the shenanigans 
unfolding in two or three places at once. 
Set designer Lee Christiansen even perches 
Brindsley’s bedroom in a raised nook where 
we can watch fights and flings unfold. 

For his lead, director Brian P. Joyce 
enlisted an actor who’s no stranger to barely 
controlled chaos, having just fought his 
way through a sellout season of Die Hard 
Christmas at the Bryant-Lake Bowl. Carson’s 
comic timing and kinetic energy serve this 
production well, though his delivery isn’t 
remotely as dry as his drinks. In a solid 
ensemble cast, standout Alaura throws 
herself into the fray with particular abandon. 

Before Sunday’s matinee, first-time audi¬ 
ence members were asked to raise their 
hands. After the curtain call, one of the 
newcomers could be seen grinning widely. 
“What a play!” she said. “I liked it.” Another 
satisfied customer. B3

THE ULTIMATE 
PERVERSION 

How Partition battled through addiction and 
dysphoria to make Prodigal Gun

aylor Nice slinks through the 
door of Carma Coffee looking 
like something John Waters 
might doodle on a napkin. 
The Virginia transplant 
wears a highlighter-pink teddy jacket, 
their hair done up in two peroxide-blond 
antennae. Nice downed four cups of coffee 
before arriving and crests with nervous 
determination. They’ve reached a personal 
apex, and they’ve got the rhinestones on 
their eyelids to prove it. 

“I had this book of mine from when I 
was like three years old, and in it I said I 
wanted to be a rock star,” Nice says. “It’s 
something I’ve always wanted to do, but 
it’s always been a confidence thing. It just 
felt like maybe I wasn’t good enough. But 
the more I kept doing it, the more I was 
like, This is what I’m supposed to do.’” 

When Nice founded Partition in 2014 it 
was just them and their bass, setting poems 


to music in their bedroom. It would take five 
cities, some luck, and two stints in rehab 
before those songs came to their full form, 
but on January 14, Nice finally released 
Partition’s debut LP, Prodigal Gun. Next 
Tuesday, they’ll celebrate the half-decade 
triumph-in-the-making at the 7th St. Entry. 

‘ Through my sobriety and drug addiction, 
I’ve just been tryingto have this done,” Nice 
says. “It’s kinda crazy to actually manifest it” 

Nice wears a gilded mare charm on a 
necklace, and there’s a horseshoe tattooed 
on their left knuckle. These ambivalent 
homages to their life growingup in Virginia 
invoke their troubled relationship with their 
father, a horse trainer. Prodigal Gun has 
nothing good to say about that man, who’s 
renounced outright on “Cowboy Mouth,” 
but he’s still an indelible part of who Nice 
has become. 

“My dad is a bad person—an alcoholic, 
he’s abusive to my mom, and just the big¬ 


gest narcissist,” Nice says. “I just felt like 
if I ever did something wrong, it was the 
part of me that was him.” 

The relationship poisoned Nice’s view of 
masculinity, as did the experience of growing 
up trans in a rural town. They knew they 
wanted to make music, but they thought 
only boys could play guitar, and they knew 
they weren’t aboy. Nice didn’t find the con¬ 
fidence to join a band till a new toxic male 
figure entered their life: their high school 
boyfriend. 

“I started doing drugs with the boyfriend 
who most of these songs are about, Partition’s 
original guitar player,” they say. 'When we 
broke up, to fill the void, I started doing 
drugs a lot.” 

Several lyrics on Prodigal Gun address 
Nice’s addiction. On opener “Drugstore 
Anthem,” they bleat, “I am always starv¬ 
ing, so take me to the drug store/But I’ve 
got no money ’cause I always score.” The 
album’s bleakest chapter, “Why Did He 
Lie?,” painfully relives Nice’s first overdose. 

Drugs became a crutch to help Nice 
deal with the breakup as well as deeper, 
unresolved traumas. They were homeless. 
They did sex work to score. And despite 
getting A’s at Virginia Commonwealth 
University, they dropped out a semester 
shy of graduation. 

Soon after, Nice contracted avicious infec¬ 
tion from shootingup into their wrist Their 
left hand swelled to the size of abaseball mitt 
and almost had to be amputated. They tried

rehab in Kentucky in 2017, but it didn’t stick. 
Nice found themselves at a crossroads and 
realized that, if they ever wanted to fulfill 
the ambition of their three-year-old self, 
they’d have to be clearheaded and sober. 

“It just got to a point where I was either 
gonna kill myself or try to actually follow 
my dreams,” Nice says. “I’ve been trying 
to follow my dreams ever since.” 

Nice’s right thumb traces across embossed 
on a ring on their middle finger. They seem 
almost nervous to touch it. This is another 
relic of Nice’s past, this one representing 
their Catholic mother. 

Nice’s mom was the reason why, in 
2018, they gave 
rehab another 
shot, in Nashville 
this time—the 
single “Get Clean” 
repeats the mantra “Get clean for mama, I 
will.” Nice is now sober, happy, and living 
in north Minneapolis with a functioning 
band and an audacious wardrobe. 

“I used to just hate all the Catholic 
and cowboy stuff, because it represented 
everything I wasn’t,” Nice says. “Now I’ve 
embraced it as part of my past, and I’m 
making it my own.” 

With Partition, Nice reclaims their past 
by queering the things that rejected them. 
The cover art for Prodigal Gun is an image 
Nice conceived of a half-decade ago: the 
Virgin Mary (portrayed by trans musician 
Evyn Komstadius) cradling a rifle as if it 
were Christ. 

“My family is Catholic, and then there’s 
rednecks and guns, and I like to queer that,” 
Nice says. “There’s so much homophobia 
in those things, and I want to make the 
ultimate perversion of what those people 
hold dear.” 

Partition is in its fourth or fifth lineup 
by now, gigging and recording the most 
professionally fleshed-out music of its 
fraught existence, thanks in part to Seth 
Jaques, the first reliable guitarist Nice has 
ever had. But Partition would never have 
even made it to this point without drum¬ 
mer Evan Thomas Biasing. 

Biasing met Nice through a series of 
Instagram comments in 2010 when both 
were 15 years old. They wrote longingposts 
on Tumblr about each other, separated by 
1,500 miles. 

“We both liked Nirvana,” Biasing remem¬ 
bers. “I showed them Pixies, Modem Lovers, 
a bunch of cool bands from back then. I 
knew we always had that, even if we weren’t 
talking so much. I knew that we’d be a good 
band before it even came together.”

Biasing had another idea, and they struck 
a deal: Nice would buy the flight, he’d pay 
for the bags, and once settled in Minnesota, 
Partition would be reborn as a two-piece. 

Nice found a job with free housing on a 
horse farm in Webster; Biasing would drive 
an hour south to pick them up, bring them 
to Minneapolis, then drop them back off 
when they were through. Soon after, Nice 
and Biasing moved into former DIY space 
Paper House, where they met Jaques after 
a gig, and Partition became a trio.

Prodigal Gun signs off 
with “Freudian Slip,” a crystalized trauma 
nightmare that culminates in 12 seconds 
of banshee screams.

I have to think about this stuff. It’s my life, 
and it’s real.”

Is my relationship just a 
stand-in for self-harm? 

I ’m a 26-year-old bisexual woman with a 
history of self-harm. It hasn’t been much 
of an issue for the last few years, but my 
sex life has improved a lot in that time. 
I realized that I am quite submissive 
and masochistic, and I have found a won¬ 
derful Dominant partner who I’ve gotten 
to explore that kink with in a positive and 
healthy way. Last night, I watched the movie 
Secretary, and Maggie Gyllenhaal’s character 
is someone who self-harms but stops when 
she begins a Dom/sub relationship with her 
boss. Obviously this film is flawed and not 
exactly a great guideline for healthy BDSM 
relationships. (Thepower dynamic! The lack 
of consent! That weird come scene!) However, 
I did find myself relating to her character, 
and am now questioning my motives for 
pursuing this kind of sexual relationship. I 
worry that I may be unintentionally using 
the pain that I lovingly experience from my 
partner as a replacement for the pain I used 
to experience from my bad habits. Or am I 
using BDSM as a form ofharm reduction? Is 
it rational to even compare these two things? 

SEEKING CAREFUL ADVICE REGARDING RE¬ 
CENT EMOTIONAL DISCOVERY 

“I completely get where SCARRED is 
comingffom,” said LinaDune, the creator of 
Ask a Sub (askasub.com). “You’re discover- 
ingyour kinks, and then the culture comes 
in with a not-entirely accurate film or hot 
take, and it can taint your self-discovery.” 

Dune is known as a “fairy submother” to 
her thousands of followers on Instagram, 
where she regularly posts about the D/s 
lifestyle and frequently highlights red flags 
that newbies to the kink scene may miss. 
(A Dom who insists he “doesn’t negotiate” 
with subs? Run away.) 

“There’s a difference between self-harm 
and what SCARRED is doing with her Dom 
in a consensual, rational, measured envi¬ 
ronment with safe words in place,” said 
Dune. “And it’s telling that she didn’t write 
in to say, ‘Oh my god, I’m using D/s to self- 
harm!’ Rather, she’s worried she might be 
unintentionally or unknowingly engaging 
in some form of self-harm.” 

While the fictional character played 
by Maggie Gyllenhaal stops engaging in 
acts of self-harm after entering into a D/s 
relationship with the fictional character 
played by James Spader, SCARRED, you 



don’t want to overinterpret that fictional 
narrative. While the film suggested there was 
a causal relationship between Gyllenhaal’s 
character entering into a D/s relationship 
and no longer engaging in acts of self-harm, 
that doesn’t mean the same is true for you. 

“The culture infantilizes us all when it 
comes to owning our sexual desires—and 
that’s especially the case for women,” said 
Dune. “The message is: You don’t know 
what you’re getting into’ or You don’t real¬ 
ize the effect this is having.’ But if there’s 
one thing SCARRED is an expert on, it’s 
herself. It’s not like she’s in a trance when 
she’s with her Dom, which means she’s 
consciously choosing this for herself, and 
it feels healthy and good. Our bodies don’t 
usually lie. And I’d be willing to bet that 
self-harm did not feel that way.” 

But even if it turns out you’re right—even 
if, worst-case scenario, joyful consensual 
kink in the context of an intimate connec¬ 
tion with another person is somehow a 
replacement for solo acts of self-harm that 
isolated you—it could still be a good thing. 

Dune suggests that you explore your feel¬ 
ings with a kink-positive therapist, and I 
want to second that. “From my perspec¬ 
tive, it looks like SCARRED may have been 
manufacturing her own version of exposure 
therapy, which some somatic-based psy¬ 
chologists have suggested is exactly what 
negotiated, consent-based kink play can 
provide,” said Dune. ‘Tor example, a person 
with a fear of being powerless may find it 
helpful to experiment with powerlessness 
in small, controlled doses in the context of 
a structured, negotiated BDSM situation. 
Looking a fear in the eye and then being 
able to back away from it at will and end 
with a cuddle and a check-in with your play 
partner can make you feel more powerful, 
not less. So if SCARRED can consciously 
work through this with a therapist and 
her Dom, this BDSM relationship has the 
potential to be very healing, just as long as 
she maintains her autonomy within it.”
